“Of the present rulime, Section A of Chap. V (Gener! Administration) and the 
“whole of Chap, VI (Towns), have been for the most part anppliod by ibe Depnty:

“takon from the Ceuss Heport. But, with these exvoptiona, the great muse of the,

The lines hora “. inke the shape of a chain of swaups or 
chambha, the principal of =e are found at Bhalipiml, Baxa¥y 
and Jutarnsl Theao only occasionally ran cotanele’t dry, 
bat the Bagwa ‘chambh, being supplied with an outiet channel 
down to the Sukki, \s the first to dry up. These three, and the 
swamp at Vadile Viram in the Awritaar tabsil, are the only 
marshy depressions, which need be noticed, and eveo they are 
of Tittle importance as plysical features, Large poreqmal 
swamps like the Balrampur nod Kahnuwén jails in the Gar~ 
ddspur District are oot found in Amritgar.

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Thore ate other estates throughout tho divtrict, which are 
still cnllod rakha, bot they have almost eatiroly been bronght 
under cultivation by the grantees who have been located in them, 
generally old soldiers, to whom proprietary right and remission 
af revenues for one life haa been given. Such are mkhs Dovi- 
déapur and Shikargah in Armritaar, Dinewsl, Sheeran, and Mir 
Hajn Teja Singh in ‘arn ‘léran, makha Karial, Othian, and Hai 
jn Ajnale. Those are not now. distingnislinble from the 
surrounding. cultivation, aud only in three of them does Govy- 
ermmont-stillown asy part. They contain po furest, properly 
socalled, por any timber worth mentioning. Thy rakhe for- 
erly known aa Sobiyén and Jhita, owned by the familia of the 
inte Raju Sir Sahib Dial, have beon re-named by the 
propristora, Mieharpur and Kinhenkot. There ia na forest jn 
wither of them, nor in rakh Miénawala, p sinall grazing joule 
preserved by the Man Sarddra owning the village of tha same 
ham,. 


As lias already been remarked, tho district ia but sewntily 
rovided with trees. The lower part of Tarn ‘Taran, snow 
‘known as the Khare Manjhs, on account of ite benckish wntor, 
is especially bleak, hot with the spread of caual by eertayet 
improvement in this respect is twking place. To take first the 
trees usually grown by cultivators, or else indigenous to the 
conntry remote from towns, the pipal (fieus religions) is tho mont 
prominent. Thin is planted for shade at tho gates of villages, 
and round the ponds formed by the excavations wade in bli 
ing the imod hate of which the villages are formed. ‘T'lw tree 
is reverdneed by Hinddéa of all clawos und id hardly ever cat down 
by them. Even whon blown down ib is often alluweil to le where 
it fell. Came! drivers, both Hindé and Mualammadan, lnwrever, 
lap: it wereiléealy na fodder for their animols ond the bare hranch- 
es often mark the route taken by @ large camp. The propli 
wonld. prevent if sai could, but fearing the wrath of the 
employer, who indeed would often gladly iuterfere to prevent 
the eacrileye, allow it to proceed. Thero are few wulla too 
‘which oré not sheded by a Pipa oe ber tree (ficwe tndira) 
planted to the south of where the oxen work or stand at thier 
tronghs.

Peaeh 
and pear orchards, and groves of sweet and bitter limes are 
emmmon round the city, while among the rarer ormimentel trees 
may be noticed the fun, the wim, the willow, the horse radish 
trea or sohdnjna, wid the Indian lrbarnum or amelie. Euch of 
the four main branches of the cnnal, which passes throogh, the
